Not In any spirit of 


selfishness, but with that instinct of 
self-preservation which is said to he 
the first 
law of nature, 
we of the 


United States aro properly scanning 
with the closest possible attention the 
effects of the war upon the "destinies 
of our own land. In this instance, in- 
deed, it seems likely that those meas- 
ures •which will prove most benEMicial 
to our-own fortunes win also benefit 
tho war-tossed countries 
of 
3-Jnropc: 
the 
United States is still-to a large 


extent the vendor to the whole world 
of raw materials and of many manu- 
factured articles as well. 


The swift sweeping dnvn of the war

chandise from Europe to South Amer- 
ica and the South Americans will be 
forced to purchase their merchandise 
in this'country. 


Congressman Ropers' Address 


Congressman Rogers spoke In part 
as follows: 
The swift sweeping dawn of the war 


civilized world today are turned to- 
wards the terrific conflict now 'being- 
waged in tho Old. World. Tho conse- 
quences of: that conflict will bo vast 
and far-reaching. 
Not in any spirit of 


selfishness, but with that Instinct of 
self-preservation which is said to bo 
the first 
law of nature, we of the 


United States are properly scanning 
with tho closest possible attention the 
effects of tho war upon the destines 
of our own land. In this instance, in- 
deed, it seems likely that those meas- 
ures, which will prove most beneficial 
to our'own fortunes will nlso benefit 
tho -war-tossed countries of Europe; 
the United States is still to a larpo 
extent the vendor to the whole world 
cf raw materials and of many manu- 
factured articles as well. 


Tho swift sweeping drwn of the war 
two or three weeks ago checked a 
tendency which was fraught with 
grave menaces to an Industrial etate 
like Massachusetts. 


A report just Issued by tho depart- 


ment of commerce shows that, while 
for tho year ending Juno -30, 1313, our 
Imports 
of 
cotton \ manufactures 


amounted to $6S,000,00'0, and for thu 
ycnr ending Juno 30, 1913, to 
$66,- 


000,000, they amounted for 
the 
ycnr 


ending Juno 30 lust to 571,000,000. 


In thn wise of manufactures of leath- 
er tho imports for the year ending 
Juno 30, 1012, amounted, to $16,000,000, 


and for the year ending June 30, 1913, 
to $18,000.000. For the fiscal year just 
closed they amounted to over $25,000,- 
000, an increase of nearly 50 per cent. 


In the case of manufactures of wool 
the imports for the year ending June 
30, 1912, were §15,000.000, and for the 
year ending June 30, 1913. ?3G,000,000. 
For the year ending June 30 last they 
amounted to over $34,000,000, or more- 
than twice as much as in the previous 
year. 


Bear in mind, if you please, that 
these figures are" concerned with man- 
ufactured articles only, and have noth- 
ing to do with Imports of raw 
ma- 


terials. 
Furthermore, 
the manufac-

Last year, 
for example, out of a total crop of 14-- 
156,000 bales 
we exported 9.165,000 
bales. 
All hut a comparatively few 


thousand bales of those exported were1 
purchased and consumed in the coun- 
tries now at war. Great Britain, for 
example, would at 
times take 
over 


4.000,000 bales: Germany has taken as 
high as 1,00,000 more. 
The other bel- 


ligerent countries would take in all 
perhaps a million bales more. Instead 
of this total of, roughly, 10,000,000 bales 
•which Europe would have taken if war 
had not occurred, probably not 
more 


than 5,00t>,000 bales can now 
he din- 
posed of on 
the other side. On 
the 
other hand, it is doubtful whether, for 
the coming- year at least, tho United. 
States will care for more than the five 
or six million bales which It has pre- 
viously been regarding as its maxi- 
mum of consumption.

000,000 bales; hcnco for one-third of 
this, or 5,000,000 ! bAles,

It is almost in- 
evitable, of course, that tho price of 
cotton will be decreased; to this ex- 
tent tho cotton manufacturers or tho 
north will profit.

principally on the north side from which direction the Belgian troops ill 
Antwerp would arrive in the event o£ an attack. 


A serious reverse to British arms on the French frontier

After nine days' fighting the Germans claim to have put the western line af the allies 


to flight. The English, it is asserted, were defeated at Maubeuge, France, and the Franco 
Belgian forces driven back toward Maubeuge. 


Belgian attacks from Nancy were repulsed, it is declared. 
Field Marshal Sir John French, commander in chief of the British expeditionary force, 


reports that his troops were attacked by five German army corps and cavalry Wednesday 
in the neighborhood of Cambrai and Le Cateau, and that.their casualties were heavy. 
He 


does not state the outcome of the battle. Cambrai and Le Cateau are French towns about 
ten miles southwest of Maubeuge and the description of the scene of the fighting reported 
by Field Marshal French and announced in the house of commons by Premier .Asqiiith to- 
day fits in with the battle line indicated at Berlin.

and far-reaching. 
Not in any spirit of 


selfishness, but with that instinct 
o£ 
self-preservation which is said to be 
the 
first 
law of nature, - we 
of the 


United States are properly scanning 
with tho closest possible attention tho 
effects of tho war upon the destinies 
of our own land. In this Instance, in- 
deed, it seems likely that those meas- 
ures which will prove most beneficial 
to our own fortunes will also benefit 
tho war-tossed countries of 
Europe: 
the United States is still to a largo 
extent the vendor to the whole world 
of raw materials and of many manu- 
factured articles as well. 


The swift swooping drwn of the war 
two or three weeks ago chocked a 
tendency which was fraught with 
grave menaces to an industrial state 
like Massachusetts.

the certainty of war Immediately af- 
ter the nowa was received of the- as- 
sassination of the Archduke and Arch- 
duchess of Austria. 
The blame was 


placed on Servla arid Austria deliv- 
ered her ultimatum. 


Tho Boston man was widely ac- 


quainted In Germany. 
At Gabion tz 


two of his intimate friends wero offi- 
cers In the German army, ono with 
30 years of service. 
Two weeks be- 


fore war was declared the 
officers 


told him to prepare to go homo, that 
war was Inevitable, for Austria would 
never have delivered her ultimatum to 
Servia, knowing Russia backed 
the 


Balkan state, unless Austria had had 
direct assurance that Germany would 
instantly become an active ally. 


When the German officer was asked 


If the war could not bo localized and 
kept between Austria and Servla, he 
replied that It wan Impossible, on ac- 
count of Russia's racial and other con- 
nections with the Serbs. Pan-Slavism 
wns mighty, and the officer said that 
Germany knew that Russia never In- 
tended that Servia should fall under 
Germanic control.

While Russia was mobilizing, Ger- 
many was Industriously pushing her 
troops toward tho Belgian 
frontier.

made apparent was a mere 
formality, 
Germany having always intended to go 
through Belgium. 
. According: to the 
Bostonian, Ger- 
many has been making tremendous 
preparations ever since tho Morocco af- 
fair, the Intention being to get 
the 
jump on France and Belgium. Ger- 
many realized after the Morocco inci- 
dent, when England backing' France 
prevented her geting a'foothold on the 
Mediterranean, that the time had come 
to be ready on a moment's notice for 
war. 


The jealousy between Germany and 
Prance was a question of marine pow- 
er, and England watched with anxious 
eyes the great growth of the German 
navy. 
Already being: the nrst military 
power on land In Europe, a desire to 
become a first naval power on the part 
of Germany caused uneasiness in Eng- 
land, an isolated island without any 
great army and depending entirely on 
her shipping for existence. Hence the 
feverish haste of 
England to bo far 
ahead In naval matters always. 
The growth of the German navy was 
looked upon in Europe as a menace to 
the world. Germany claimed It needed 
a large navy because of its colonies. 
Germany, a natural colonizer, was not 
satisfied with Us boundaries, and it Ia 
known, oven tried to get a foothold In 
South America.

The feeling abroad is'that It will be 
a bad thing for the world if Germany 
overcomes tbo allies, and It IB plainly 
realized that, had England stayed out 
of tho war and Germany won, It was 
only a question of time when kng-land 
would have had to fight Germany sln- 
glehandod.
